mon-wealth fuch authority i, and never the lcflc 
vouchfafe todefcendtotheconfideration of thefe 
bafeand inferior matters, which minifter more 
care and trouble, than worldly eftimation. 

And infomuch as your Lordfhip knoVveth, orra- 
thercxcercifeth the office of a Judge, whofepartit 
is to hear with courteiie, and to determine with c- 
quity •, it cannot but be apparent unto you, that 
when puniihment exceedeth the fault, it is rather 
to be thought vengeance than corrtftion.

Howbeit, it is naturall to unnaturall people, and 
pecul iar unto witchmongers, to purfuc the poor, to 
eccufe the Ample, and to kill the innocent t, fopply* 
ing in rigor and malice towards others, that which 
they themfelves want in proof and difcretion> or 
the other in offence or occasion. But as a cruel heart 
and an honed minde do feldomemeet and feed to¬ 
gether in a difhj foa difereet 8c merciful Magiftrate, 
and a happy Common-wealth cannot be feparated 
afunder. How much then are we bound to God, 
who hath given us a Queen,that of juftice K not on¬ 
ly the very perfeft image and pater*-, but alio of mercy

Finally,the writers hereupon are fo eloquent,& 
lull of variety^that fomt imes they write that thede¬ 
yil doth all this by Gods permiflion onjly, fptatimes 
by his licence, fometimes by his appointment: fo as 
(in effed and truth)not the devil, but the high and 
mighty King ofkings, and Lord of hofts,even God 
himfelf,(houldthis way be made obedient and fer- 
vile to obey and perform the will 8c commandment 
ofa malicious old witch,8cJmiraculoufly to anfwer 
her appetite, as well in every tufting vanity, as in 
moft horrible executions;as the revenger ofa doting 
old.womans imagined wrongs,to thedefiruCHon of 
many innocent children, and as a fupporter of her 
paffions, to the undoing of many apoor foul. And 
I fee not,but a witch may as well inchant, when 
{he wilUas a lier may lie when he lib; and fo {hould 
we poflefle nothing, but by a witches licence and 
permiflion. 4

They are do¬ 
ting, fcolds, mad, devillifh', and not much differing from them that 
are thought to be polfeffed with fpirits, fo firmeand fteadfaft in their 
opinions, as whofoever fhall only have refped to the conftancy of their 
words utrered, would eafily beleeve they were true indeed. 

Thefe mifcrable wretches are fo odious unto all their neighbours*, and 
fo feared, asfew dareoffend them, or deny them any thing they askc: 
whereby they rake upon them,yea, and fometimes think,that they can do 
fuch things as are beyond the ability of humane nature. Thefe go from 
honfe to houfe, and from door to door for a pot full of milke,yeft,drinke, 
pottage, or fome fuch relcefe*, without the which they could hardly 
live : neither obtaining for their fervice and painei, nor yet by their art, 
nor yet at the devils bands (with whome they are fa ; d to make a perfefl 
and vifible bargaine) cither beauty,mony, promociou, wealth, worfhip, 
pleafure, honoui, knowledge, learning, or any other benefit whatfo- 
cver. 

It fallcth out many times, that neither their neceffnies, nor their ex¬ 
pectation is anfwered ' or ferved, in thofe places where they beg or 
borrowe; bnt rather their lewdnelfe is by their neighbours reproved. 

And further, in traft of time the witch waxeth odious and tedious to her 
neighbours j and they again are defpifed artd defpjted of hef • fo as lome- 
times lhe curfeth one, and ftmierimes another j and that from the ma- 
fter of the houfe, his wife, children* cattelf, &c. to the little pig that 
lieth in the ftic. Thus in procefle of time they have all difpleafed her, 
and fhe hath wifticd evill luck unto them allperhaps with curfes and 
imprecations made in forme. DoubtlelTe (at length) fomc of her neigh¬ 
bours die, orfallfick, or fomc of their children arc vifited wirh 
difeafes that vex them ftrangely : as apoplexies, epilepfie, convulfions, 
hot fevers, wormeS, 8cc.

do all mdchief, andcareth not whom he abufeth. And infomuch as it 
lsconfelTed, by the moft part of wicch-jnongers themfelves, that he 
knoweeh not the cogitation ©fmans heart, he (hould (me thinks) fome- 
times appear, unto honeft and credible perfons, infuchgrolfe andcor- 
porall forme, as it is laid he doth unto witches; which you (hall never 
hearc to be juftified by one fufficient witnefle. For the devill indeed 
entretn into the mind, and that way feeketh mans confufion. 

The art alwaies prefuppofeth the power; foas, if they fay they can 
do this or tharr they muft fhew how and by what meancs they. do it *, at 
neither the witches, nor the witch-mongers are able to do* For to eve¬ 
ry atfion11s required the faculty and ability of the agent or doer; the 
aptnes of the patient or fubjed j and a convenient and poffible applica¬ 
tion. Now the witches are morrall, and their power dependeth upon 
the analogy and confonancy of their minds and bodies; but with their 
minds they can but will and underhand j and with their bodyes they 
ca.i do no more, but as the bounds and ctidi of terrene fenfe will fuffer:

Ic is alfo to be wondered, how men (that have fecn 
fome parr of witches cofenages detefted, and fee alfo therein the impof- 
fibility of their own prefumptions, and the folly and falfehoodof the 
witches confefiions) will not fufped, but remaine unfatisfied, or rather 
obftinately defend therefidue of wirches fupernatutal atfions: like as 
when a jugler hath dilcovered the llighc and iilufion of his principal 
feats, one would fondly continue to thinke, that his ocher petty jugling 
knacks of legicrdemainc arc done by the helpe of a familiar: and accord¬ 
ing to the tolly of fome papifts, who feeing and confcffing the Popes 
aplurd religion, in the erection and maintenance of idolatry and fuper- 
ftition, fpecially in Images,pardons, and reliques of faints>will yeeperfe- 
vere to think,that the reft of his dodrine and trumpery is holy and good*

Some, that they are Monarches and Princes an d 
that all other men are their fubjeas: fome, that they are brute beafts ; 
fome, that they be urinals or earthen pots, greatly fearing to be broken: 
fome, that everyone thatmeeteth them, will convey them to the gal* 
lowes; and yetjn.the end hang themfelves. One thought, that Atlas. 
whom the poets feigne to hold up heaven with his fhoulders, would be 
weary, and let the skie fall upon him: anorher would fpend a whole day 
upon a ftage, imagining that he both heard and faw interludes, and 
therewuh made himfelfe great fporc- One Theopbilus a Pfv (ician, other- 
wife found enoughc of mind (as it is faid) imagined that he heard and 
fflw mufitians continually playing inftruments, in a certain place of 
his hodfe.

If our witches phantafies were not corrupted,\ior their-wils confound¬ 
ed wirh this humor, they would not fo voluntarily and readily confefie 
that which calletli their life in queftion j whereof they could never other- 
wife heconvifted. I.Bod/n with his lawyers phyfickreafonethcontiarilyj 
as though melancholy were furtheft of alb from thofe old women, whom lo-Brf-"* 
we call witches*, deriding the molt famont-and noble Phyfitian John Wm tra lo.Wif 
for his opinion in that behalfe. But beOafeT am no Phyfitian, I will fee rum. 
a Phyfitian to him i namely Eraflitf, who hath thefe words, to wit, that 
thefe witches, through their corrupt phantafie abounding with melan- 
cholike humors, by reafonof thciroldagc, do dreame and imagine, they 
hurt thofe things which they neither could nor do hutr, and fo think they 
knew an art, which they neither ftave learned nor yet underhand. 

But why fhould there be more Credit given to witches, when they fay 
they have made a reall bargain with the divell, killed a cow, bewitched 
butter,infeebled a childiforcfpoken her neighbour, &c. than when fhe 
confeffeth that fhe tranfubftantiateth her felf, maketh it rain or hail, fliettv 
in the air, goeth invifible, transferreth corn in the gralfe from one field 
to another l &c. If you think that in the one their confefiions be found, 
why fhould you fay that they are corrupt in the other i the confeflion of 
all thefe things being made at oneinftant, and affirmed with like con- 
ftancy, or rather audacity l But you fee the one to be impoffible, and 
therefore you think thereby, that their confcffions are vain and falfe* 

The other you think may be done, and fee them confefle ir, and there- 
fore you conclude, Apjtadeffly as being perfwaded itisfo, becaufe fa Trinity. 
you think it may be fo But I fay, both with the divines, and philofo- ]j em fa c ivit. 
phers, that that which is imagined of witch-craft,hath no truth of aftionj x>ei. 
or being befidcs their imagination, the witch (for the moft part) is oc¬ 
cupied in falfe caufes. For whofoever defueth to bring to pafie an im-

The \rijhmen Jaddi^t themfelves wonderfully to the credit and pra* Eyhitting 
ftife hereof ; infomuch as they affirmc, that not onely their children,but itches, 
their cacccll, are (as they call it) eybitten, when they fall (uddenly fick, 
and fearme one fort of their witches ey biters s onely in that refpea: yet 
and they will notfticke to affirme, tbtt they tat. rime either man or beaft 
w>death.

Ow that I may with the very abfudicies, contained in 
their own authors, and even in their principall doctors 
and laft writers, confound them that maintaine the 
tranfubftantiations of wirches•< I will fbew you certain 
proper huffe, which Bocir/i (their chief champion of

Firft, as touching the devill (Bodtn faith ) that he doth moit properly 
and commonly^transforme himfelfe into a goat, confirming that opinion 
by the 33 . and 34* of Efay *• where there is no one tittle founding to any 
fuch purpofe. Howbeir, he fomecimes alloweth the deviJl the fhape of a 
blackraoore, and as he faith he ufed to appear to Wlawd Crufe, Kate Da- 
rey, and lone Harviller But I marvell,whether the devill createth himfelfe, 
when he appeared] in the likenes of a man*, or whether God createh him, 
[When the devill wilheth it. As for witches, he faith they fpecially trans- 
fbbftantiate themfelves into wolves, and them whom they bewitch into 
f afles: though elfc-where he differ fomewhat herein from himfelfe. But 
though he affirroe, that it may be naturally brought to pafiTc, that a giile

it is faid fn Lni^) in the twinkling of an eye, doth more agree wirh a vi- 
fion than with a reall a&ion. So farre are the very words of Calvin . Which 
differ not one fyllable nor five words from that which I had written here¬ 
in, before I looked for his opinion in the matrer. And this .1 hope will 
be fufficient to overthrow the afifertions of them that lay the ground of 
their transfportations and flying in the air hereupon.

A S touching mine opinion of chefc amulets,characters, and foch other 
babies, t have fufficiencly uttered it elfc-where : and I will bewray 
the vanity of thefc fuperftitious trifles more largely hereafter* And 
therefore at this time I oncly fay , that thofe amulets, which are tobe 
hanged or carried about one, if they confift of herbs, rootes, ftone$,of 
fome ocher mcrall, they may have diveifc medicinable operations} and 
by the vertue given to them by God in their creation, may worke ftranac 
eneds and cures: and to impute this vertue to any other matter is witch* 
craft. And whereas A. Ferrarius commendeth certaine amulets , that 
have no fhew of ohyGcall operation > as a naile taketh from a crofle, ho* 
ly water, and the very figne of the crofle, with fqch like popifti fluffed 
think he laboureth thereby rather to draw men to popery, than to teach 
or perfwade them in the truth of phyfickor philofophie. And I think 
thus the rather, for that he himfelfe feeth tbe fraud hereof \ confeflir| 
rhac where thefe magical phyficians apply three feeds of three-leaved graft 
to a tertian ague, and foure to a quartaine,that the number is not marc 
rial. 

But to thefe Homerical medicines he faith there are foure forts,where* 
of amulets, chara&ers, and charmes, are three r howbeithe commend' 
eth and preferreth the fourth above the reft j and that he faith confiftetn 
in illusions , which he more properly calleth ftratagems. Of which 
fott of illufions he allcadgeth for example , how Philodotus did put* 
Cap of lead upon ones head, who imagined he was headlefle, whereby 
the party was delivered from his difeafc or conceipc. Item another op 
red a woman that imagined, that a ferpent or fnake did continually gnaw 
and teare her entrailes \ and that was done onely by giving her a vomit, 
and by foifting into the matter vomited a little ferpent or fnake, like un* 
to that which ftie imagined was in her belly. 

Item, another imagined that he alwaies burned in the fire, under 
whofe bed a fire was privily conveyed, which being raken out before his 
face, hisfanfie wasfatisfied, and his heat allayed. Hereunto pertain* 
eth, that the hickot is cured with fudden fcare or ftrange newes: ye* 
by that uieanes agues atfd many other ftrange and extreame difeafes have 
been healed. And fome that have lien fofitk and fore of the gowt , 
that they could not remove a joint, through fudden feare of fire, or rui*

For if we 
feriowfly behold the matter of conjuration, and the drift of conjuror;,we 
ihall hnde them,in mine opinion,more faulty then fuch as take upon them 
to be witches , as nianifcft offenders ngainft the majefty of God, and hi; 
holy law, and as apparent violators of-the laws and quietnedc df this 
realm', although indeed they bring no fucli thing to pafle, as is lumufcd 
and urged by credulous pcrlons, coufcnors, lyms,and witchmongers, For 
thefc arc alwayes learned, and rather abide rs of others, than they them, 
ftlvcs by others abulcd. , 

But let us fee what appearance oft ruth or poflibiliry is wrapped with- 
i, thef: my ft cries,and let us unfold the deccipt. They have made choice 
of cerraine words, whereby they fay they can work miracles, &c. And 
fil'd of all, that they call divels and foulcs out of bcl\, (though wc find j# 
the Scripture manifeft proofs that all paflages are flopped concerning the 
curdle out of hell) fo as they may goe thicker, but they fhall never get 
our, for Abinfcm nulla eft rule input), out of hell there is no redempti¬ 
on. Well, when thev have gotten them up, thcyftuir them in a circle 
made with chalk , which is lo ftrongly bclct and fin-ironed with croffcj 
and names, that they.cannot for their lives get out; which is. a very 
probable matter. Then can they bind them and loofe them at their pica- 
litres, and make them that have been lycrs from the beginning, to tell 
the truth, yea they can compcll t hem to doc any tiling. And the divels 
arc forced to be obedient unto them, and yet cannot be brought to due 
obedience unto God their creator. This done (I fay) they-can worke 
all mamicr.of miracles (Caving blew miracles) and this is belccvcdofnu- 
ny to be true 3
